W ild Scram ble for Money. 


W ashington, July 31.— Like a giant 
flail, a cyclonic sto rm of wind, rain 
and 
hail 
w hipped 
back 
and 
forth 
across th e 
n atio n’s capital, 
leaving 
d eath and ruin in its wake. 
T h ree dead, scores injured, and hun­ 
d re d s of tho usand s of dollars w orth 
of property ruined w ere th e toll re­ 
co rd ed in th e hu rried ca n v ass m ade 
w hen the city aroused itself from half 
a n hour of helplessness in th e grasp 
of th e elem ents. 
Out of a blazing sky, u n d er which 
th e city w as sw eltering with th e tem ­ 
p eratu re a t th e IOO point, cam e the 
storm ro aring from the north, driving 
a m ass of clouds th a t c a st a m a n tle of 
d arkn ess ov er the town. 


Creates Havoc in City. 


The gale, reaching 
a 
velocity of 
nearly seventy miles an hour, sw ept 
th e streets clear, unroofed houses, tore ! 
detached sm all stru ctu res from th e ir' 
foundations, wrecked one office b u ild -! 
lng, o verturned w agons and carriages 
in the stre e ts and sw ept W ash in g to n ’s 
hundred parks. 
As the wind w recked its havoc the 
rain cam e and in five m inu tes the 
te m p eratu re had dropped from th e IOO 
m ark to betw een 60 and 70. 
T hen the rain turned to hail, and 
hailstones 
battered 
on 
roofs 
and 
crashed th rou gh skylights and win­ 
dows. 


Suspends C ity’s Activity. 


F or half a n hour th e city cowered, 
paralyzed, u n d er the beating of the 
storm , every activity suspended. T rol­ 
ley lines, telephone lines and stre e t 
traffic were halted and the gov ern ­ 
m e n t d ep artm en ts 
suspended op era­ 
tions. 
T h e 
wind 
w recked 
a three-story 
brick office building occupied by the 
B. S. Saul com pany, real e sta te d eal­ 
ers, and fifteen persons were carried 
down in the crash. 
W. E. Hilton, vice p resid ent of the 
real estate com pany; T hom as B .‘P e a - 1 
ley, sixty-five years old, a clerk, and 
an unidentified man, who entered the 
building try ing to rescue those cau gh t 
in th e wreck, were tak en from the 
w reck dead. 
Half a dozen m ore w ere 
treated for slight injuries. 
T he neatly kep t law ns of the W hite 
H ouse w ere d ev astated. 
T h ree huge 
elm trees, uprooted by th e wind, w ere 
th row n across the law n and up to the 
very portoco of th e building, blocking 
th e drives.

Wild Scramble for Money. 
W hile th e sto rm w as a t its height, 
1,000 one-dollar bills were sw ept from 
a window in th e go vern m en t bureau 
of en graving .a n d printing and scat­ 
tered over th e lawn. 
Men seeking sh elter from the storm 
braved th e wind and rain in an effort 
to co rner a Bhare of th e money. T h ere 
w as a wild scram ble. 
D irector R alph hurried out a force 
of arm ed scouts and all but $75 w orth 
of th e bills w as recovered.

sheds aud barns, but a heavy rainfall 
and sudden ch ang e of wind prevented 
the dorm itories from becoming ignit­ 
ed.

W ashington, July 31.—[S p e c la !.]-It 
Is evident th a t there has been a sys­ 
tem atic propaganda in th e L atin A m er­

All observers agree th a t those 
people h ate us w ith an intense bitter­ 
ness. 
Q uotations from books, p am ­ 
phlets and new spapers show th at the 
people a re co nstantly m isinform ed con­ 
cerning th e purposes of the United 
States. 
T h e m ore Ignorant a re told th a t the 
U nited S tates w an ts to put them in 
slavery. 
T ho property ow ners are told 
th a t th e U nited S tates w ants to ac­ 
quire th eir territory and their prop­ 
erty. 
And this m isrepresentation is 
kept up by som e people for the purpose 
of creating hostility to w ard Am ericans 
and the people of our ow n country. 
It 
m ight be w orth w hile to spend a little 
tim e finding out w ho m aintains an in- 
tern atinal “lobby** 
Instead of going 
into so m uch ab su rd m aterial hero at 
home. 
Had Enough War. 
D uring th e talk about w ar in Mexico 
it is observed th a t those men In con­ 
gress w ho saw service in th e civil w ar 
do not relish tho idea of another w ar. 
T hey had enough to last them . 
Like­ 
w ise th e w om en w ho can rem em ber i 
tim suffering they endured while rela­ 
tives w ere in tile w a r do not w ant any 
m ore of it. B ut new generations arise, 
and there is alw ays a w ar spirit In 
every generation w hich has had no 
experience in bloody conflicts.

T hen the Republicans 
m ade points of no quorum , forced roll 
calls and would not perm it the house 
to do any business, 
Of course w hen the m ajority thought 
necessary it could call its m em bers 
back and do an y th in g it determ ined to 
do, but m eanw hile there w as a bit of 
a shindy everj’ day and nothing ac­ 
complished. 
Sherman Attentive. 
No m an in th e sen ate gives closer a t­ 
tention to th e proceedings tliuu S ena­ 
tor S h erm an of Illinois. 
No speech is 
so dry th a t he will not listen to it; no 
long d raw n out. technical, tariff dis­ 
cussion Is so boresome th a t he does 
not follow it. 
In tim e a senator w ho 
gives such close attention to th e pro­ 
ceedings will be a mighty well in ­

W ild Scramble for Money. 


Washington, Ju ly 31.— Like a giant 
flail, a cyclone storm of wind, rain 
and 
hail 
whipped 
back 
and 
forth 
across the nation’s capital, leaving 
death and ruin in its wake. 
Three dead, scores injured, and hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth 
of property ruined were the toll re­ 
corded in the hurried canvass made 
when the city aroused itself from half 
an hour of helplessness In the grasp 
of the elements. 
Out of a blazing sky, under which 
the city was sweltering with the tem­ 
perature at the IOO point, came the 
storm roaring from the north, driving 
a mass of clouds that cast a mantle of 
darkness over the town. 


Creates Havoc in City. 


The gale, reaching a 
velocity of 
nearly seventy miles an hour, swept 
the streets clear, unroofed houses, tore 
detached small structures from their 
foundations, wrecked one office build­ 
ing, overturned wagons and carriages 
in the. streets and swept Washington’s 
hundred parks. 
As the wind wrecked its havoc the 
rain came and in five minutes the I 
temperature had dropped from the 109 
mark to between 60 and 70. 
Then the rain turned to hail, and 
hailstones 
battered 
on 
roofs 
and 
crashed through skylights and win­ 
dows. 


Suspends City’s Activity. 


For half an hour the city cowered, 
paralyzed, under the beating of the 
storm, every activity’ suspended. Trol­ 
ley lines, telephone lines and street 
traffic were halted and the govern­ 
ment departments suspended opera­ 
tions. 
The wind 
wrecked 
a three-story 
brick office building occupied by the 
B. S. Baul company, real estate deal­ 
ers, and fifteen persons were carried 
down in the crash. 
W. E. Hilton, vice president of the 
real estate company; Thomas B.*Fea-l 
ley, sixty-five years old, a clerk, and 
an unidentified man, who entered the 
building trying to rescue those caught 
in the wreck, were taken from the 
wreck dead. 
Half a dozen more were 
treated for slight injuries. 
The neatly kept lawns of the W hite 
House were devastated. 
Three huge 
elm trees, uprooted by the wind, were 
thrown across the lawn and up to the 
very portoco of the building, blocking 
the drives.

W hile the storm was at its height, 
1,000 one-dollar bills were swept from 
a window in the government bureau 
of engraving^and printing and scat-, 
tered over the lawn. 
Men seeking shelter from the storm 
braved the wind and rain in an effort 
to corner a share of the money. There 
was a wild scramble. 
Director Ralph hurried out a force 
of armed scouts and all but $75 worth 
of the bills was recovered.

To leave B rainerd a struggling art 
student and to retu rn president of 
the American A rt association in P ar­ 
is, France, leader in the American j 
colony tihere, w ith studios in Paris 
and Newr Y*ork, with examples of his 
brush accepted by the Musee du Lux­ 
em bourg and the P etit Palais, Paris, 
and the Carnegie In stitu te of New 
YTork. is the experience of Mr. Thos. 
R. Congdon, the American painter 
and etcher. 
In the Musee du Luxem bourg are 
the paintings entitled “ St. E ttienne 
du M ont” and the “ F ountaine de 
Carpeaux.” 
In the P etit Palais, P ar­ 
is, are the ‘‘Pont N euf” and a scene 
in London, being factories on the 
Thames. 
Mr. Congdon left B rainerd a poor 
boy. 
He acquired his a rt education 
and his experience abroad through 
his own efforts 
Art Students league in New York and 
then went to Paris.

mers. 
It is in genre 'work th a t he excells. 
He loves to paint the peasants of 
Holland and B rittan y and by so do­ 
ing gets very close to th e hearts of 
the great, common people. 
He has also been successful as a 
portrait painter and examples of his 
a rt are recent portraits of Gov. Bush­ 
n ell^ daughter, of Ohio; the daugh­ 
ter of the British am bassador at P a r­ 
is; F ran k -K in g Clark, a noted vocal 
teacher in Berlin, Germany. 
"It has only been in the last ten 
years th a t foreigners adm itted there 
was an American school of art.
